RULES 

OF    THE 

WESTERN  AUSTRALIAN  INSTITUTION  OF 
ENGINEERS. 

{Established  igog)  . 


Section  I. 
Objects. 

1.  The  Western  Australian  Institution  of  Engineers  shall  ^°J^^'^- 
include    Civil,    Mechanical,    Electrical,    HydrauHc,    Mining,    or   other 
professional  engineers. 

2.  Its  objects  shall  be  the  advancement  of  engineering  knowledge 
and  practice  and  the  maintenance  of  a  high  professional  standard 
among  its  members  ;  and  the  promotion  of  the  professional  interests 
of  engineers,  and  the  improvement  of  their  professional  status. 

3.  Among  the  means  to  be  empli^yed  for  this  purpose  shaU  be 
meetings  for  the  presentation  and  discussion  of  appropriate  papers 
and  for  social  and  professional  intercourse  ;  the  pubhcation  of  such 
papers  and  discussion  as  may  be  deemed  expedient ;  the  maintenance 
of  a  hbrary  ;  the  collection  of  maps,  drawings,  and  models,  and  the 
estabhshment  of  facilities  for  their  use. 

4.  To  acquire  and  dispose  of  property  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

5.  To  do  all  other  things  incidental  or  Cv^nducive  to  the  attainmen 
of  the  above  objects  or  any  of  them. 


Section  II. 

Constitution, 

6.     MEMBtRS    shall    consist    of    Members,    Associate    Members,  ^°"s''^"^'°"' 
Associates,  Honorary  Members  and,  Students. 

(a)     A  Member  shall  be  more  than  thirty  years  of  age,  and  shall  ^^^'"^^''s- 
come  within  one  of  the  following  conditions  : — 

(i]    He  shall  have  been  regularly  educated  as  an  Engineer,  shall 
have  had  subsequent  employment  for  at  least  five  years

and  shall  have  been  actually  engaged  in  a  responsible 
position  as  Engineer  in  some  of  the  branches  defined  in 
the  Articles  of  Association  as"constituting  the  profession 
of  an  Engineer  ;    or 

He  shall  have  practised  on  his  wn  account  in  the  profession 
of  an  Engineer  for  at  least  five  years  and  shall  have  acquired 
a  considerable  degree  of  eminence  in  the  same. 


Associate  Members  shall  comprise  every  person  who 
being  an  Engmeer  by  profession  is  elected  into  the  class  of  Associate 
Members, 

Every  candidate  for  election  into  the  class  of  Associate  Member 
shall  be  more  than  twenty-five  years  of  age. 

(i)  He  shall  have  been  regularly  educated  as  an  Engineer, 
shall  have  passed  such  examination  or  examinations  as 
are  appointed  or  are  recognised  by  the  Council,  and  shall 
be  actually  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  application  for 
election,  in  the  design  or  in  the  construction  of  such  works 
as  are  comprised  within  the  profession  of  an  Engineer  as 
defined  by  the  Articles  of  Association  ;    or 

(2)  He  shall  satisfy  the  Council  that  he  has  had  a  sufficient 
training,  that  he  has  been  engaged  for  at  least  five  years 
and  that  he  is  actually  engaged  at  the  time  of  his  applica- 
tion for  election  in  the  design  or  in  the  construction  of 
such  works  as  are  comprised  within  the  profession  of  an 
Engineer  as  defined  by  the  Articles  of  Association,  and 
shall  furnish  a  satisfactory  Thesis  or  Paper  on  a  professional 
subject ;  or 

(3)  He  shall,  whilst  complying  with  either  of  the  foregoing 
conditions  as  to  training  and  occupation  as  set  forth  in 
the  paragraphs  (i)  and  (2),  afford  satisfactory  proof  to 
the'  Council  of  his  fitness  for  election  without  either  ex- 
amination or  the  submission  of  a  Thesis  or  Paper. 

(c)  Associates  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  corporate 
membership  shall  be  persons  who  are  not  engineers  by  profession, 
but  who  by  their  connection  with  Science  or  the  Arts  or  otherwise 
fare  qualified  to  confer  with  Engineers  in  the  advancement  of  pro- 
essional  knowledge, 

{d)  Honorary  Members  shall  be  either  distinguished  in- 
dividuals, who  from  their  position  are  enabled  to  render  assistance 
in  the  prosecution  of  important  works,  or  persons  eminent  for 
science  and  experience  in  pursuits  connected  with  the  profession  of 
an  Engineer,  but  who  are  not  engaged  in  the  practice  of  that  pro- 
fession in  Western  Australia. 


{e)  Students  shall  be  persons  not  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  Students. 
who  are,  or  have  been,  pupils  of  Corporate  Members  of  the  Institution, 
or  of  any  educational  institution  approved  by  the  Council,  or  any 
duly  entered  apprentice  of  an  educational  standard  approved  by 
the  Council,  who  have  comphed  with  these  Bylaws,  and  who  have 
the  object  or  intention  of  becoming  engaged  in  the  design  or  in  the 
construction  of  such  works  as  are  comprised  within  the  profession 
of  an  Engineer  as  defined  by  the  Articles  of  Association ;  such 
persons  may  continue  Students  until  they  attain  the  age  of 
twenty-six   years,    but  not  longer. 

7.  The  affairs  of  the  Institution  shall  be  managed  by  a  Council,  Management, 
consisting    of    a  President,   three    Vice-Presidents,    twelve     Members 

of  Council,  Treasurer,  and  two  Auditors. 

8.  Three  Trustees  will  be  appointed  at  the    first   General   Meet 
ing  who  will  hold  office   at  the  pleasure  of  the  members.     They  shall 
carry  into  effect  all  resolutions  respecting  the  control  of  the  property 
or  the  investment  of  the  funds  passed  by  General  or  Special  Meetings 
of  members. 

9.  Every  Member,  Associate  Member,  Honorary  Member,  As- 
sociate and  Student  shall  be  governed  by  the  Rules  and  Bylaws  of 
the  Institution,  and  shall  refrain  from  doing  any  act  likely  to  prejudice 
the  Institution  or  the  profession  of  Engineering. 

10.  Subject  in  all  cases  to  compliance  with  these  Rules  : — 
Members  and  Associate  Members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 

privileges  of  the  Institution. 

Honorary  Members  and  Associates  shall  be  entitled  to  use  the 
Library  and  attend  meetings  of  the  Institution,  but  shall 
not  vote  on  any  questions. 

Students  shall  be  entitled  to  use  the  Library  and  attend  meetings 
of  the  Institution,  and  when  present  vote  on  all  questions 
not  to  be  decided  by  ballot. 


Section    III. 
Contribution    to    the   Funds. 

II.     Every  Member,  Associate  Member,   Associate  and   Student  Entrance  Fees. 
shall  on  admission  to  the  Institution  pay  a  fee  equivalent  to  his  annual 
subscription  as  an  entrance  fee. 

(a)   Members  whose  place   of  business  or  whose  residence  is  within  Resident  and 
50  miles  of  the  Perth  General  Post  Office  shall  be  considered  resident      Menlber's''''"' 
members,  and  those  beyond  such  limit  non-resident  members.

•  •  (/;)  The  annual  subscription  shall  be  :  for  each  Resident  Member  2 
guineas,  Non-resident  Member  i|  guineas,  for  each  Resident  Associate 
Member  1^  guineas,  and  Non-resident  Associate  Member  i  guinea, 
for  each  Resident  Associate  i  guinea,  and  Non-resident  Associate

Life  {d)  Any  Resident  Member  whose  subscription  is  not  in  arrears  may

guineas.  Any  Non-resident  Member  may  similarly  compound  by  the 
payment  of  15  guineas  ;  but  should  he  come  to  reside,  or  have  his 
place  of  business  within  the  residential  limit,  he  shall  pay  the  remainder 
of  the  composition — viz.,  5  guineas,  or  20  guineas  in  all;  otherwise 
he  must  pay  one  half  the  usual  annual  subscription  for  Resident 
Members  during  each  year  of  such  residence.

(/)  In  the  case  of  each  Member,  Associate  Member,  Associate,  and 
Student,  elected  in  the  last  three  months  of  any  year,  the  first  sub- 
scription shall  cover  both  the  year  of  election  and  the  succeeding  year. 

•  12.  ■  Any  Member,  Associate  Member,  Associate,  or  Student, 
whose  subscription  is  in  arrear  beyond  the  first  day  of  July  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  atteni  any  meeting  nor  to  vote  at  any  election. 

•  13.  •  In  the  case  of  any  person  whose  subscription  is  two  clear 
years  in  arrears,  the  Council  shall  have  power,  at  its  discretion,  to 
remove  the  name  of  the  said  person  from  the  roll  of  members  of  the 
Institution,  but  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Council  shall  not  release 
the  member  from  his  liabilities.

Election  to  the  Institution. 


Form  of  1 4.     Any  person  desirous  of  being  elected  to  the  Institution  as 

App  ication.  jyjgjj^i^gj.^  Associate  Member,  Associate,  or  Student,  or  any  Student  de- 
siring to  become  a  Member,  must  be  proposed  and  recommended  accor- 
ding to  Form  A  and  B  {vide   Appendix),   and   shall  submit  the  same 
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to  the  Council,  together  with  an  outline  of  his  professional  career,  and 
such  additional  documentary  or  other  evidence  of  his  qualifications 
as  the  Council  may  require,  and  shall  sign  the  promise  on  the  back 
of  the  said  form.  Should  the  Council,  by  a  majority  of  the  Members 
present,  decide  to  favorably  entertain  such  apphcation,  it  shall  submit 
the  same  to  the  Institution  at  its  next  Ordinary  Meeting. 

15.  All  apphcations   thus   submitted   to   the   Ordinary  Meeting  ^by'|.°allo°t.''^ 
of  the  Institution  shall  be  decided  by  ballot ;    the  proportion  of  votes 

for  securing  the  election  of  any  candidate  shall  be  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  number  voting ;  provided  at  least  fifteen  Members  record 
their  votes,  and  if  less  than  fifteen  votes  are  recorded,  the  ballot  shall 
be  postponed  to  next  Ordinary  Meeting. 

16.  Any   person   duly   elected   as   Member,    Associate   Member,  Any  person

Associate  or  Student  shall  be  informed  thereof  without  delay  by  a     informed 
letter,  according  to  Forms  D,  E  {vide  Appendix).    He  shall  also  besupphed     pay'^Iees!" 
with  a  copy  of  the  Rules  of  the  Institution  and  shall,  within  one  month 
from  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  pay  his  entrance  fee  and  one  year's 
subscription,    or   the    election    shall   become    void ;     but    the    Council 
may  in  particular  cases  extend  the  time. 

17.  Every  person  proposed  as  an  Honorary  Member  and  willing  Honorary 
to  accept  that  honor  must  be  recommended  by  the  Council,  and  elected 

by  ballot  in  the  manner  set  forth  above. 


^  Section  V. 

Election  of  Council  and  Officers. 

18.  The   President,    Vice-Presidents,    Honorary    Treasurer,    and  Council  how 

elected. 

Ordinary  Members  of  Council,  with  the  exception  of  such  Past  Presi- 
dents as  may  be  ex-officio  Members  of  the  Council,  shall  be  elected  by 
and  from  amongst  the  members,  by  ballot,  at  the  Annual  General 
Meeting,  in  the  manner  following  : — 

19.  The  President  shall  be  elected  from  amongst  Vice-Presidents  "■"^^^Q^"'^- 
and  ex- Vice-Presidents.     He  shall  retire  annually,  but  shall  be  eligible 

for  re-election,  but  shall  only  hold  office  for  two  years  in  succession. 

20.  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  elected  from  amongst  Members  of  Vice-Presidents. 
Council.     At  each  Annual  General  Meeting  the  Senior  Vice-President 

shall  retire,  but  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  Should  both  Vice- 
Presidents  have  been  elected  on  the  same  date,  the  one  who  had 
fewest  votes  on  that  occasion  shall  be  the  one  to  retire  first. 

21.  Past  Presidents  shall  be  Members  of  the  Council.  Past  Presidents.

Such  nominations  must 
be  made  at  least   14  days  before  the  annual  meeting. 

Balloting  Lists.  25.     The  Council  shall  receive  such  nominations,  and  may  add 

other  names,  and  shall  prepare  balloting  lists  of  candidates.  These 
lists  shall  contain  in  the  case  of  ordinary  Members  of  the  Council  at 
least  six  names  more  than  the  number  of  vacancies  to  be  filled. 

To  be  sent  to  all  26.     Copies  of  such  balloting  lists  shall  be  sent  to  Members  only, 

not  disqualified,  fourteen  clear  days  before  the  date  of  the  Annual  Gen- 
eral Meeting.  The  names  of  all  candidates  for  the  same  office  shall  be 
printed  in  the  same  character  of  type  and  in  alphabetical  order.  Every 
balloting  list  before  being  sent  out  shall  be  marked  as  the  Council 
may  direct.  No  one  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  more  than  one  copy 
of  each  list. 

How  to  be  dealt  27.  In  using  these  lists  for  voting  any  name  or  names  may  be 
struck  out,  but  the  number  of  names  on  the  list,  after  such 
erasure,  shall  not  exceed  the  number  required  to  fill  the  vacancies.

It  shall  have  power  to  order  the  payment  out  of  the        °^^^^  " 
funds  of  the   Institution  of  such  salaries  or  allowances  to  all  paid 

officers  as  it  may  determine  ;  and  it  shall  cause  to  be  kept  proper 
minutes  of  its  proceedings.  It  shall  also  have  power  to  appoint 
Committees,  and  to  pass  Bylaws  for  the  regulation  of  its  own  affairs, 
and  from  time  to  time  rescind,  alter,  or  amend  such  By-laws,  provided 
that  such  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Rules  of  the  Institution. 

34.  The  Council  may  appoint  and  remove  any  paid  officers  or  Paid  officers

Section  VII. 
Treasurer  and  Auditor. 

Duties  of  Hon.  43.     The  Hon.  Treasurer  shall  be  ex-officio  a  Member  of  Council 

The  Hon.  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  paid  to  the  Institution 
and  shall  deposit  the  same  before  the  end  of  each  month  in  the  bank 
approved  by  the  Council,  to  the  credit  of  an  account  opened  in  the 
name  of  the  Western  Australian  Institution  of  Engineers. 

Payments.  44.     Payment  from  the  funds  of  the  Institution  shall  be  made 

only  upon  the  order  of  the  Council,  and  by  cheque  signed  by  one 
Member  of  the  Council,  and  countersigned  by  the  Treasurer  and 
Secretary.

The  Secretary. 

46.  The  Institution  shall  have  one  paid  Secretary,  who  shall  be  Secretary, 
responsible  to  the  Council  for  the  due  performance  of  his  duties. 

47.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  under  the  direction  of  Duties  of 
the    Council,    to    issue  notices  and  receive  monies  and  account  for 

same  to  the  Treasurer,  to  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
institution  ;  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Institution  and  of  the 
Council,  and  of  Committees  ;  to  take  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of 
such  meetings  ;  to  read  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  and 
all  communications  that  may  be  ordered  to  be  read.

The  Committee  may  return  a  Paper  to  the  Author, 
for  correction  or  revision,  and  may  request  the  advice  of  one  or  more 
Members  of  special  experience  relating  to  the  subject  matter  of  such 
Paper,  but  no  Revised  Paper,  or  abstract  of  a  Paper,  shall  appear  in 
the  Proceedings  without  the  Author's  consent.  The  Council  may 
revise  any  action  of  the  Committee,  or  remove  any  Member  therefrom. 

49.  All  Committees  and  Officers  shall,  at  each  Council  meeting, 
submit  to  the  Council  an  estimate  of  the  amounts  they  propose  to  ex- 
pend, and  shall  incur  no  liabilities  or  enter  into  any  contract  on  behalf 
of  the  Institution,  except  as  authorised  by  the  Council.

The  hst  of  Members  shall  show 
clearly  who  are  the  office-bearers  for  the  year,  and  who  have  been 
Presidents,  with  th  ^  year  of  their  presidency,  also  the  date  of  election, 
and  (except  in  the  list  of  office-bearers)  the  address  shall  be  given  op- 
posite each  name.  

63.  In  the  case  of  any  Member  who  has  been  long  distinguished 
in  his  professional  career,  or  who  has  rendered  special  service  to  the 
Institution,  but  who,  from  ill-health,  advanced  age,  or  other  sufficient 
cause,  does  not  continue  to  carry  on  a  lucrative  practice,  the  Council, 
if  it  finds  good  reason  for  so  doing,  may  remit  the  annual  subscription, 
together  with  any  arrears  which  may  be  due  from  such  individual,  and 
allow  him  to  retain  his  rank  or  to  resume  his  former  rank  in  the  Insti- 
tution. The  Council  may,  further,  in  such  a  case  accept  a  collection 
of  books,  or  drawings,  or  models,  or  such  other  contribution  as,  in  its 
opinion,  may  be  considered  as  equivalent  to  a  composition  for  future 
annual  subscriptions,  and  may  enrol  him  as  a  Life  Member  accor- 
dingly.

To  Regulate  the  Proceedings  of  the    Institution  at 
ITS  Meetings. 

1.  In  these  By-laws,  unless  otherwise  clearly  intended,  the  term 
"  Member  "  shall  be  held  to  mean  any  Member,  Associate  Member, 
Associate,  Hon.  Member,  or  Student,  who  may  be  entitled  to  be 
present  at  such  meeting. 

2.  At  every  Ordinary  Meeting  of  the  Institution  the  first  business 
thereof  shall  be  the  reading  and  putting  a  question  for  the  confirmation 
of  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  at  the  preceding  Ordinary  Meeting, 
and  of  the  minutes  of  any  Annual  or  Special  Meeting  which  may  have 
been  held  since  such  Ordinary  Meeting,  and  no  discussion  shall  be 
permitted  thereon  except  as  to  their  accuracy  as  a  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings, and  such  minutes  after  having  been  confirmed  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Chairman. 

3.  After  the  signing  of  the  minutes  the  order  of  business  at  an 
Ordinary  Meeting  shall  be  as  follows,  or  as  near  thereto  as  may  be 
practicable  : —

9.  •  Any  Member  desirous  of  making  a  motion  or  amendment 
or  taking  part  in  a  discussion  shall  rise  and  address  the  Chairman,  and 
shall  not  be  interrupted  unless  called  to  order,  when  he  shall  sit  down 
(unless  permitted  to  explain)  until  the  Member  calling  him  to  order 
shall  have  been  heard  thereon  and  the  question  of  order  disposed  of, 
when  the  Member  in  possession  of  the  chair  may  proceed  with  the 
subject.
